As tribunals go, the New York 
prizefight commission ranks well be- 
low the League of Nations and it was 
a solemn spectacle in which the ma- 
jestic statesmen of the cauliflower in- 
dustry out-solemned the stately diplo- 
mats of Geneva and decided in favor 
of Der Fuehrer. Considering that 
Herr Schmeling now has become a 
Nazi institution and the heavyweight 
championship a formal ambition of the 
Reich, the controversy swelled beyond 
the normal jurisdiction of the New 
York commission into a field of in- 
ternational affairs.

TTLE WITH PNEUMONIA 

Nearly half of all cases of lobar 
pneumonia are due to pneumococci 
of two types, so-called Type I and 
Type 11. These types are rarely found 
apart from the disease, so that healthy 
carriers are few. In the best hospitals 
today every pneumonia patient has 
an individual room; nurses and doc- 
tors attending the patient wear 
gowns and masks; dishes and other 
articles coming from the room are 


Sterilized by boiling; all secretions from 
the nose and throat of the patient are 
disinfected—in short the disease igs 
dealt with as diphtheria or scarlet fe- 
is. Such prophylactic measures 
are probably more effective in reducing 
the number of cases of pneumonia 
than are educational ‘campaigns 
against indiscriminate spitting, open- 
face sneezing and coughing and con- 
versational spray. 

A specific serum for treatment of 
pneumonia due to Type 1 pneumonia 
coccus is now in use and gives fair- 
ly good results. In the other types 
serum has not proved very helpful. 
Because more than half the cases are 
of this type, some physicians now ad- 
minister Type serum as s00n as 
a clinical diagnosis is made, without 
waiting for the bacteriologic deter-. 
mination of the type of pneumococcus 
present, 

A point of personal prophylaxis lL 
think important is this. Although 
pneumonia often begins rather abruyt- 
ly with a chill lasting 15 to SU 
minutes and sudden fever even while 
the chill is on, in the majority of 
cases there are “catarrhal symptoms;”’ 
such as slight coryza, or slight sore 
throat, or what the patient (if mis- 
informed) calls “grip” for a few days 
before the illness becomes serious 
enough, in the misinformed victim's 
estimation, to warrant medical atten- 
tion. 

It is in this preliminary stage, lL 
believe, that many a victim of pneu- 
monia seals his own doom, by the 
popular practice of taking somebody's 
“cold cure” or “grip” tablets in the 
childish notion that such cope will 
“break up” or abort the illness before — 
it can “settle” in the lungs. I believe 
that the acetanilide, antipyrin, as- 
pirin or other coaltar derivative in the 
nostrums thus used by misruided peo- 
ple is the straw that turns the scale 
against recovery in many cases of 
pneumonia. Certainly these sense-dead- 
ening, pain or ache benumbing, blood 
corpuscle destroying, heart-weakening 
drugs-have no curative value against 
any disease. But while they deaden 
the victim’s consciousness of his ma- 
laise, ache, pain or other distress and 
render him Jess wary of his peril, 
each and every one of these drugs im- 
pairs the natural forces of immunity 
or powers of “resistance” if you will 
have it that way, and so the “per- 
fectly harmless” dope foisted upon the 
victim makes him less capable of put- 


/ting up a good fight against pneu- 


monia if that’s what the alleged 
“cold” happens to be. 

In my opinion absolute neglect is 
far better than any such treatment 
in any case of cri.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—(P)— 
Golf dubs, sweating football officials 
and the weak hitters of baseball should 


not abandon hope, America’s inventive | 


genius is giving increasing attention te 
the plight of these forgotten men vo! 
sport. 

Several inventions recently pe 
ed are calculated to aid golfers, 
a baseball machine enables hit: 
practice and another gadget 2 
eliminate some of the foothal! 
man’s legwork. 

Unhappy golf duffers may 
the practice club in their h:y 
swat a soft ball and perhaps 
eliminate the pop flies they 
the tee. 

The devise which enables them to 
do this is screwed to the center of a 
wooden clubhead. It has four prongs 
spaced just right to receive and hold 
a well-hit ball. If the practice bal! 
isn’t struck properly it will bound

CHARLESTO®r, 8S. C., Dec. 14.— 
(P)—With almost complete lack of 
ecremonv President Rooseve!t will ar- 
rive in Charleston early tomorrow on 
his return f'om South America. Dis- 
embarking immediately from the cruis- 
er Indianapolis, he will hasten two 
blocks to his train and speed back to 
Washington. 

The absence of the customary greet. 
ing by officials and public is at the 
request cf the Président, who is 
mourning for his bodyguard, Gus Gen- 
nerich. 

Gennerich’s hody will be taken off 
the Indianapolis immediately, to be 
transferred to the President’s specia! 
train. The ship will arrive at the Co- 
lumbus street pie: about 6 a. m. 
(Atlanta time.) 

Only a handful of officials and 
newspapermen will be allowed on the 
dock, in addition to the presidential 
party that srrived from Washington 
today.

WHEN FOURTH HAND SHOULD 
_ PASS 


The player in fourth position, when 
the other three players have passed, 
must decide not only whether or not 
to open the bidding for himself, but 
whether or not he should reopen for 
his opponents. 


The reqdirements for opening bids 
as given apply generally to all four 
positions from first to fourth hand, 
whether vulnerable or not. Fourth 
hand should nevertheless pass hands 
containing the bare minimum require- 
ments in the following cases: 

1, When his strength is wholly in 
the minor suits, and he does not hold 
so much as adequate trump support 
for either major. In such cases, even 
though the strength is evenly divided 
between the two sides, the opponents 
with their major suits will be able to 
take the bidding away from the open- 
er with bis minor suits. 

2. When the opponents have a part 
score, fourth hand should not open 
the bidding with the minimum of two 
and one-half honor tricks unless he 
has a strong trump euit cf his own 
which he is prepared to rebid, or un- 
less his hand is strong in intermedi- 
ates and offers probable support for 
a suit partner may bid.

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In 1714, an Englishman named Hen- 
ry Mill obtained a patent on a ma- 
chine which he said would “impress 
letters, one after another, as in writ- 
ing.” He also said the letters would 
be “so neat and exact” that’ they 
would look just like the work of a 
printing press. 


A Thurber typewriter, made 93 years 
ago. 


So far as is known, Mill did not 
build a writing machine. He seems 
to have been one of the many men 
in history who have planned inven- 
tions but have not worked them out. 

During the century and a half 
which went by after Mill obtained his 
patent, other inventors made efforts 
to bring forth writing machines. Some 
made plans, without models. Others 
built models which were meant for 
use in writing on paper, or for rais- 
ing “embossed” letters which could be 
read by blind persons who touched the 
letters with their finger-tips. 

The list of typewriter pioneers is a 
long one. It ineludes Progin, of 
France; Wheatstone, of England, and 
many Americans. Among the Ameri- 
can inventors were Burt, Thurber, 
Francis, Beaeh, Pratt and Sholes. 

The first American patent was 
granted to William A. Burt, of De- 


me a photographic copy of a letter he 
wrote on February &, 1846. The let- 
ter contains 290 words, and reads in 
part as follows: 

“Gentlemen: We have at length 
completed one of Thurbet’s Mechanical 
Chirographers. Although you will no- 
tice imperfections in the formation of 
the letters ... there is not a single 
defect that does not admit of an easy 
and perfect remedy. ... I did not lgok 
for perfection in this first machine. 
... 1 shall wish to exhibit the ma- 
chine to such gentlemen as might take 


‘interest in a machine of this kind. 


_..1 want a room where I can safe- 
ly leave it when I am absent... .” 
“Yours truly, 
“Charles Thurber.” 

Thurber’s typewriter really worked, 
and its inventor should have high hon- 
or. The typing was not fast enough, 
however, to make it very useful in 
business firms. Other men had to do 
important work to make the type- 
writer “practical.” Tomorrow we 
shall have another chapter in the type- 
writer story.
